Harold H. Utley was the first witness 
today before the Board of Inquiry in- 
vestigating the death of Lieut. James 
M. Sutton. He swore positively that 
Sutton shot himself while Utley held 
one shoulder and another naval officer 
held the other. 

The witness made‘no effort to conceal 
hie dislike of the dead officer. He told 
of Sutton’s quarrelsome nature. He said. 
that Sutton had twice attempted to 
shoot up the camp, once he had tried 
to shdot Lieut. Potts, he said, and at 
another time he had tried to make him 
(Utley) dance, and each time he had 
placed Sutton under arrest. 

The inquiry was adjourned 10 days 
ago to permit Utley to come from Na- 
pies to festify. He has just arrived, ac- 
companied by Surgeon F. C. Cook, also 
summoned as a witness, 

Mre. James N. Sutton, mother of the 
dead officer, has formally charged that 
her son was murdered, though a court 

of inquiry at the time of his death, 
two years ago, décided that the young 
‘man had killed himself.

It was known 
that she had lived in St. Louis 50 years, 
and that she was elderly when she ar- 
rived here. 

The aged negress was born on a Vir- 
ginia plantation, shortly after the ar- 
rival of her mother in this country. The 
mother was captured in an. African 
slave raid. Hulda left two daughters, 
with one of whom, Clara Sutton, she 


lived at 2008 Carr street. 
children are living. 

She lost her sight 20 years ago, but 
was in general good health until about 
a year ago. Death was due to the de- 
bility of age. 

She was sold by her master and was 
brought to St. Louis, where she got 
her freedom shortly before the Civil 
War. She was fond of tobacco and 
smoked a pipe until one year ago. The 
body was taken Monday to the home of 
her sister at St. Clair, Mo., where it 
will be interred.

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IEPPELIN FLIES. 
RUM FRANKFORT, 
ACES COLOGH 


Airship, Manned by Count and 
Six Others, Flies Down 
the Rhine.

Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
COLOGNE, Germany, Aug. 5.—The 
airship Zeppelin II, manned by Count 
Zeppelin and six companions, arrive 
here from Frankfort-on-the-Main, 110 
miles away, at 10:15 a. m. today, and 
circled the towers of the great Gothic 
Cathedral before sailing to its landing 
place in the suburb of Bickendorf. 
-Throngs gathered along the Rhine’s 
banks here as early as 8 a. m., following 
dispatches which said that the Zeppe- 
lin II had left Frankfort at dawn. Un- 
favorable’ weather, and a deviation of 
the airship from its course, due to a 
fog, delayed the arrival for two hours 
aftér the expected time. 


Seen From Lofty Tower, 


Reports of the passage of the craft 
over Limburg, Neuwied, Remagen and 
Bonn kept’ up the enthusiasm of the 
host om the river front. From the tow- 
ers of the Cathedral the few favored 
ones who had gained admission watched 
the skies for the’ ship. 

At a few minutes after 10 o'clock a 
shout came from the south tower of the 
Cathedral, and those in the street, look- 
ing up, saw excited men pointing to- 
ward the Rhine. 

A moment later the Zeppelin II, fly- 
ing straight down the Rhine, came into 
view of the populace. Flags waved, 
bands played and church bells rang as 
the great craft swept over the city. A 
vast crowd waited at the Bickendorf 
balloon shed, and these were rewarded 
by seeing the landing made at the exact 
place intended. 

It was learned after the landing that 
the ship had run into a thick fog south 
of Cologne, and had left its course by 
a detour of ten miles or more. The 
pilot got his bearings again near Due- 
ren, and from there made straight for 
this city. 


FRANKFORT, Aug. 56.—The. airship 
Zeppelin II started from here at 4:40 
a. m. today on its third effort to reach 
Cologne. 

Even at that early hour, 50,000 persons 
had assembled to cheer the departure.

Prosecution Was Threatened. 

It is alleged in Mrs. Bindschadler’s 
motion for a rehearing of the case that 
she was threatened with prosecution for 
perjury for falilng to tell the Court, in 
her testimony, that she had written the 
letters to Rimes. 

Mrs. Bindschadler filed a suit for di- 
vorce Sept. 8, 1908, and Bindschadler filed 
a cross-bill Oct. 13. _The evidence was 
heard in the case March 30, 1909, and 
following the receipt of a package of 
letters from Mrs. Rimes, who was then 
in Easton, Pa., Bindschadler made a 
motion to have it reopened so thay 
could be introduced. 

Following the introduction of the let- 
ters Mrs. Bindschadier withdrew her 
own petition for a divorce and Judge 
Williams granted the husband a decree 
June 30. Mrs. Bindschadler also alleges 
that her husband agreed to file a new 
petition for divorce, alleging desertion 
only, if she would withdraw her suit. 
She declares he did not keep faith wirh 
her. 

The letters that Mrs. Bindschadler is | 
alleged to have written to Rimes are a 
part of the record of the case which she 
seeks to have reopened. In her motion 
Mrs. Bindschadler declares she can 
prove that there was nothing wrong ‘n 
her relations with Rimes. 


Man Signed Woman’s Name. 

In the affidavit submitted by Bind- 
schadler through his attorney, James T. 
Roberts, who exposed the late James L. 
Blair, it is stated that Mrs. Bindschad- 
ler addressed Rimes, in a letter dated 
July 27, 1907, as ‘‘Doll Baby,’’ and re- 
quested him, in his letters to her, not 
to sign his own name, but to. use the 
name ‘Mrs. Campfield.”’ 

Then she adds, according to the af- 
fidavit: “Did the scandal mongers got 
to work after I shook off the dust o? 
Enid? It wouldn’t surprise me any, for 
[ surely gave them a good opportunity.”’ 

Mrs. Binschadler says she was indis- 
creet in writing this and other letters, 
but they were written in a spirit of 
fun and did not indicate any improper 
relations. 

In another letter Mrs. Bindschadler is 
alieged to have addressed Rimes as ‘‘My 
Dear Boy” and said that she was going 
to Granite City to tell someone of her 
love affairs. It was signed ‘‘Yours 
without doubt, Helen.” In this letter 
Mré. Bindschadler, it is charged, wrote: 
“What have you heard from your wife? 
Will she take that glorious trip with 
you? How I do wish that I could go 
along."’ 


A missive dated Aug. 6, 1907, according 
to the affidavit, In which Rimes was 
addressed as ‘‘Honey Boy,’’ contained 
the following: ‘Isn't your wife in New 
Be sure, dear one, to tear up 
my letters, as I refuse to be any-| 
one’s co-respondent, so have a care. 
Yours to do and dare. Helen.’ Anoth- 
er one, dated Aug. 10, contained these 
words: “Have received your sweet let- 








PULLIAM SUICIDE 
WAS SIATHIN A 
WEIRD SEQUENCE 


Six Members of Dinner Party 
18 Years Ago Have Died 
by Their Own Hands. 


RUMOR OF COMPACT 





Friends of Men in Tragedy 
List See Strange Coinci- 
dence in Deaths. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Aug. 5.—Harry 
Pulliam, president of the National 
Baseball League, who shot and killed 
himself in the Ne.v York Athletic Club 
last week, was the sixth member of a 
circle of friends in this city to commit 
suicide. The tragedies have followed 
one another at more or less regular in- 
tervals in so persistent a sequence that 
Pulliam’s death gave intense emphasis 
to comments that their deaths estab- 
lished a strange coincidence, if noth- 
ing more. 

Suggestions that there was a suicide 
agreement between the six men have 
been made, but are not confirmed. 
Probably the last time the friends met 
was at a dinner in 1891, and it is re- 
membered by those who mingled with 
the little group of associates that all or 
most of the six who have taken their 
lives were present at this affair. 

The dinner was held at the old Seel- 
bach Hotel, Sixth and “Main streets, 
given in farewell to Horace Brown 
when he resigned as city editor of the 
Commercial. Pulliam succeeded him in 
th position. 

Tne names of the men who killed 
themselves follow: 

1. Horace Brown; committed suicide 
by taking morphine; Louisville, 1893. 

2. Dr. Dudley Reynolds Jr. shot 
and kilied himself in Louisville, 1894. 

3. Harry Wilson, a reporter on the 
Commercial, killed himself by tak- 
ing morphine in Louisvile, 1895, 

4. Preston Thornton, shot and killed 
himself in Louisville, 1398. 

5. Stanley Lyons, traveling sales- 
man, shot and killed himself in the 
Richmond House, Paducah, Ky,, 1900. 

' § HarryPulliam, shot and killed 

himself in New York, 1909. 

The possibility that a suicide compact 
was made by the dinner guests was 
advanced when Lyons killed himself in 
Paducah a year ago. When Pulliam 
ended his life, the rumor was revived 
among old newspaper men. 

Different methods were employed in 
killing themselves by the various men 
who bade Brown good-by that night, 
and different scenes were chosen for 
the act, but in several instances there 
seemed to be a lack of motive. 

One morning at 2 o’clock the telephone 
bell in the office o2 the Commercial rang 
and Harry Pulliam, who still was city 
editor, answered the call. 

“Come quick,” was the message. 
“Horace Brown is dying in a Brook 
street house.”’ 

Pulliam and several friends obtained 
a carriage and hastened to the address 
given over the telephone. They ran up- 
stairs and found Brown almost uncon- 
scious. He begged them not to let him 
die at that place. He was borne to the 
carriage and died on the way to a hos- 
pital. 

Less than a year later Dr. Dud- 
ley Reynolds Jr. killed himself. Young 
Reynolds was a scion of one of 
the oldest families in Kentucky. His 
father, a wealthy man and a practitioner 
of wide reputation, had lavished all the 
advantages that wealth could provide 
on young Dudley. He came home one 
afternoon, and going immediately to his 
room shot himself. The fall of the 


body alarmed other members of the fam- 


ily and they found him dying. 


Reporter Is No. 3. 

Harry Wilson, a reporter on the Com- 
mercial was the next one. Wilson was 
studying medicine in the Louisville Med- 
ical College and as an advanced man 
had access to the laboratories ard drug 
rooms, 

He was found one morning dead in 
the drug room of the college, with his 
hand in the neck of a large jar holding 
an antidote for morphine poisoning. An 
autopsy revealed the fact that there was 
% grains of morphine in the stomach. 
He had collapsed as he reached for the 
jar of antidote. 

Again a year elapsed and then came 
the suicide of Preston Thornton, prob- 
ably the most peculiar of them all. 

Thornton ‘was a’railroad man of abil- 
ity. He was a member of the Thorn- 
ton, the Breckinridge and the Preston 
families. Thornton was in love with 
the daughter of a millionaire railroad 
president. He went to visit her on 
Sunday morning for the purpose of 
taking her to church. 


Railroad Man Follows. 

As he stood tn the parlor of the mil- 
lionaire’s home the doorman saw him 
transfer a revolver from his trousers 
pocket to the inside pocket of his coat. 

When the girl entered the parior 
the first question he put to her Was: 
“Will you marry me?” 

She replied: ‘“‘Not as long as my 
father withholds his consent." 

Thornton drew the revolver and shot 
himself as the girl fied screaming from 
the room. He died about ten hours 
later without regaining consciousness, 

Nearly two years elapsed, then a tele- 
gram came announcing the death of 
Staniey Lyons.

Mrs. Myrtle Byrng Schanzle, with a 
knife wound in her chest, is under the 
care of a physician at her home, 444A 
Tennessee avenue. She told a Post- 
Jispatch reporter Thursday how she 
was slashed with a stiletto by a burglar, 
who she tried to shoot when he forced 
the front door of her flat. She was 
alone in the house at the time. 

She says that after she was cut she 
lay unconscious on the stairs for two 
hours, then regained her senses and 
ran three blocks to the home of her 
mother, Mrs. George W. Byrns, 3427 
McKean avenue, where she first told of 
her experience. 

There was much excitement in the 
vicinity of the Byrns home at 7 p. m. 
Wednesday when Mrs. Schanzle ar- 
rived there, bareheaded and wounded. 

Telle of Four Visits. 

At first she could only gasp: 
burglar did it.” 

“T would know that burglar if I saw 
him,” said Mrs. Schanzle Thursday, 
‘because he has tried to break into my 
home by daylight four times in the last 
month. 

‘ “He is a short man with a black 
mustache, and he wears a black soft 
hat and a brown sack suit. 

“The first time I saw him was a 
month ago, about the same hour as 
when he came yesterday—5 o'clock in 
the afternoon. He was trying to get in 
at the back door, and when I asked 
him what he wanted he ran away. 

Seared Away by Giria. 

“Three weeks ago I saw him coming 
toward the house with a valise in his 
hand. He came up the front steps, but 
some little girls scared him away. 

“He was here with hig valise a week 
ago, but my mother came to visit me 
while he was trying to open the front 
door, and he went away. 

“My husband bought a revolver and 
told me to use it if that burglar came 
back. 

“Yesterday afternoon I was in the

tending to shoot through the door, but 
the trigger snapped. My husband had 
left one cylinder empty so the revolver 
couldn’t be accidentally discharged. 

“The burglar must have heard the 
snap. He pushed open the door with 
his left hand. There was a long, thin- 
bladed knife in his:right hand. Before 
I could pul! the trigger again he cut me. 
I fell back on the steps, and I can’t re- 
member anything after that. 

“The burglar must have thought he 
killed me, for he didn’t touch a thing 
in the house.” 

Cut Just Over Heart. 

Dr. J. A. .Daugherty examined Mrs. 
Schanzle’'s wound and found that the 
knife had cut through five thicknesses 
of clothing, and there was a gash six 
inches long just above the heart. From 
th. nature of the wound he believed a 
thin-bladed weapon.had been used. 

Policemen were notified after Mra. 
Schanzle reached her mother’s house. 
They. found no trace of a burglar. 

Mrs. Schanzle is a daughter of the 
late Police Sergt. George W. Byrns, and 
is a niece of Sergt. John Byrns of the 
Magnolia Avenue Station. 

“Since Mrs. Schanzle reported an at- 
tempted burglary a week ago I have had 
a close watch kept on the house,’ said 
Capt. Wilson Thursday. “My men re- 
pert that they saw nothing unusual 
there last night.

CLEW IS KEPT. SECRET 


Vito Viviano Asks Police for 
Detail of Men to Search 
Town in Illinois. 


Search for the kidnaped Viviano chil- 
dren suddenly turned to Illinois. towns 
near St. Louis Thursday afternoon, fol- 
lowing two developments regarded by 
the police as important. 

One was that two suspects were under 
arrest in Mascoutah, IIl. 

A second was that a brother of Joseph 
Pagano suddenly left the Pagano home 
jast Sunday and that a letter whose 
address is said to be in his handwriting 
was mailed to St. Louis from De Soto, 
Ill., and reached St. Louis Wednesday. 

Father Spigardi, pastor of the Church 
of Our Lady Help of Christians, told of 
this letter after he had talked with the 
imprisoned Joseph Pagano at Police 
Headquarters. The priest said that Jo- 
seph Pagano’s wife told him that her 
husband knew nothing of the plot and 
in her eagerness to free Joseph she 
showed him the letter from Joseph’s 
brother. A telephone message from De 
Soto said that th police there are look- 
ing for Pagano. 

De Soto is in Jackson County, Illinois, 
and is 50 miles south of Mascoutah, IIl., 
where two Italians are under arrest 
pending the expected arrival of Detec- 
tives Doherty and O’Brien, who started 
there from St. Louls Thursday after- 

A telephone message from Mascoutah 
to Chief Creecy said that two Italians 
who said they were from S8t. Louis 
drove into the town Thursday behind a 
horse which was almost exhausted. 
They asked a liveryman if the horse 
was in condition to take them to Okaw- 
ville, 12 miles from Mascoutah. He told 
them it was not, and they went to 
Wohm’s Hotel and retired to a room. 

Men Seen on Street Car, -. 

In verification of a tip to the police 
that three men believed to be Berto- 
lini, Benedetto and Ricardo, boarded a 
Cherokee car at l4th and Madison 
streets about the time of the kidnaping, 
a Post-Dispatch reporter Thursday 
found Condiictor James M. Henson »f 
Cherokee car No, 1040, which passed 
that point southbound at 11:3 a. im. 
Monday. ; 

“Three Italians got on my car at fhat 
time,”’. he said. “I remember them be- 
cause they blocked the back platform 
with their valises and I made. them 
clear the pay-as-you-enter passageway. 
They asked for transfers which would 
take them to the Union Station, and I 
gave them Market street transfers.’’ 

Father Cesar Spigardi, pastor of two 
St. Louis Italian Catholic churches, 
called at the Carr Street Station Thurs- 
day and asked permission to talk to 
Joseph Pagano. He was told that 
Pagano was in custody at Police Head- 
quarters. Ag he left the station Father 
Spigardi said: “I think I will have 
some valuable information for the police 
thie afternoon.” 

Chi-f of Police Creecy Thursday oar- 
dered the printing and circulation of 5000 
circulars containing pictures of the kid- 
naped children and descriptions of the 
suspected persons. This will be done 
at the expense of the department. 

“Tt ig usual for prosecuting witnesses 
to stand the expenses of this kind,”’ said 
Creecy. “but the Vivianos are unwilling 
to spend anything to ald in the search.” 

A letter which camo into the posses- 
sion of the police Thursday is believed 
to be the first communication received 
in St. Louis from the kidnapers of the 
Viviano children since the father of 
Grace Viviano received through the mails 
a demand for $25,000 ransom. 

This second letter was addressed to 
Joseph Pagano, one of the two men 
held on suspicion that they know some- 
thing of the plot. It came from Chicago 
and the writer tells Pagano: that he 
can not claim ‘“‘the trunks” because the 
police are watching them. 

The police are keeping the text of the 
letter a secret and will not divulge the 
name of the writer. 

It was learned Thursday that Turrisi 
had been attentive to Freda Wilhelm of 
807 North Tenth street, and that he had 
taken her to Suburban Garden and 
other amusement places. It was report- 
ed to detectives that she had received 
communications from Turrisi since the 
kidnaping. 

Her denial was so strong that the 
police did not think it worth while to 
detain her as a witness, and they aban- 
doned all further inquiries in that direc- 
tion.

Believing that the parents of the 
Viviano children might be induced to 
secretly treat with the kidnapers and 
to pay a ransom without the knowledge 
of the police, Capt. Schoppe of the Carr 
Street District Thursday summoned 
rietro Viviano, father of the ‘missing 
boy. 

He questioned "Viviano closely to learn 
whether he or his cousin have received 
any communication from the kidriapers 
since the receipt of the letter demanding 
$26,000 ransom. ‘ 

“We have heard nothing. We know 
nothing,” said Viviano. ‘We cannot 
afford to pay the $25,000 ransom, and 
we would not pay it if we could. We 
will not pay any amount, and if the 
kidnapers try to treat with us we will 
have them arrested. 

“No matter how small a ransom they 

ask, I will not pay one cent. I do not 
believe that this is the work of the 
Black Hand, and I am not afraid to 
help the police. I believe the kidnapers 
are a gang of extortioners who do not 
represent any organized society. I think 
wt have not heard from them again be- 
cause they were frightened when they 
fearned we notified the police and they 
are now lying low. 
“T have placed the lives of my children 
in the hands of the police and I will 
aid the authorities in every possible 
way to bring the kidnapers to justice.”’ 
Joseph Pagano and Lamancia Girol- 
omo were questioned by Chief of De- 
tectives Smith Wednesday night. Girol- 
omo for the first time revealed the iden- 
tity of the men who rode in the wagon 
with him when he removed three trunks 
from Pagano’s home Monday afternoon. 
He said they were Pagano, Vincenzo 
Ricardo and Marchesi Benedetto, cousin 
of Sam Turrisi, reputed leader of the 
kidnapers.

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Utley Testifies 
That Sutton Shot 
Himself in Fight

see that his orders were carried out. Ut- 
ley could not recall the name of the 
sentry, nor would he be able to identify 
him, he said. 

Private Kennedy was peeping in at 
the door as Utley made this declaration, 
and his face was suffused with smiles. 
An orderly seized him and ordered him 
to his seat in the lower hall. 

When Utley was called to the stand 
the Judge Advocate announced that ac- 
cording to the regulations pertaining to 
Naval inquests, Lieut. Utley could de- 
cline to become a witness if he felt so 
inclined. Utley thanked the court for 
its indulgence and said: “I have noth- 
ing to conceal; I will gladly testify.’’ 

In telling of his whereabouts on the 
evening of Oct. 12, 1907, Utley said he 
first attended a dance at the Academy, 
and then went to Carvel Hall, where 
Lieuts. Potts, Osterman, Sutton, Shearn 
and Adams were. The party he joined 
there occupied a private dining roem, 
where beer was served. Sutton was 
not in the room, he added. A dozen bot- 
tles were ordered, he said, but_only a 
small part was drunk. , 

Tells of Ride to Camp. 

“About the time our party broke up,” 
Utley said, “Sutton appeared at our 
door, proffered a bottle of whisky, and 
invited us to take a drink. We all 
declined. Then we decided to start for 
camp, and found two autos awaiting at 
the rear entrance of the hotel. Sutton, 
Osterman, Adams and myself took the 
second car, driven by Owens. Adams 
isat with the chauffeur, Sutton, Oster- 
man and I sat behind. 

“T believed the ride to camp was to 
be a ‘Dutch treat,’ so I was not there 
as Sutton’s guest.”’ 

The ride as far as the cemetery gate, 
half a mile from camp, was uneventful, 
the witness said, but here an argument 
started and he heard someone say, 
‘“‘We'll settle. that right here.” He 
could not say whether Sutton or Adams 
made this remark.

Difficult Weapons Used. 


“Sutton moved on,” Utley resumed, 
“and when I came up with him again 
Adams and Sutton were on the point 
of meeting. There were oaths and my 
impression at the time was that shots 
came from different revolvers. Looking 
about me, I saw Roelker, who had run 
up, clutch his breast and fall. Adams 
called out that he, too, had been shot. 
Adams was fairly close to Sutton when 
the shots were exchanged.”’ 

This latter statement passed unno- 
ticed by the Court, but Davis smiled 
blandly. Concluding Utley said: 

“Adams ran in on Sutton and after 
striking him two or three times, knocked 
him down and then fell on him, and 
another person, just who I don’t recall, 
also seized Sutton and I think was 
kneeling on his right shoulder.

“T tried my best to take the revolver 
from Sutton’s left hand on which he was 
lying.

I felt him wrench 
hig hand from beneath him just before 
the flash and I felt the quiver that 
passed through his body following the 
shot.”’

The Judgs Advocate asked if the wit- 
ness was sure the pistol had been held 
by Sutton when it exploded. 

“Absolutely,” sir,’’ said Utley. 
“What did you do then?” asked Leon- 
ard. . 
“T went to Col. Doyen and told him 
Sutton had shot Roelker and then com- 
mitted suicide.” 

Maj, Leonard and the witness entered 
into a discussion as to the latter’s con- 
ception of suicide, after which Utley 
said: 

“I should have reported that he had 
accidentally killed himself.” 

All through the recital of the events 
leading up to Sutton’s death, Utley 
made no mention of the shot which 
wounded Roelker. 

Utley was made to tell of his dislike 
for Sutton, which dated, he said, from 
their cadetship together at the Acad- 
emy. He had never liked Sutton, he 
said, since he had drawn a knife on a 
fellow cadet. This Was Cadet Walker, 
who figured in the Merriwether branch 
episode. Utley took no pains to con- 
ceal his hatred for Sutton and al- 
though he sat directly facing Mrs. Sut- 
ton and Mrs. Parker he did not moder- 
ate his terms when asked to give in- 
stances of Sutton’s shortcomings.

NEW YORK, Aug. 5.—Mrs. Mary 
Scott Castle, the San Francisco woman 
who shot up “Peacock Alliey’’ in the 
Waldorf in an attempt to show William 
Craig the error of his ways, is still a 
prisoner. She will be formally arraigned 
today, as Craig refuses to withdraw 
the charge of felonious assault. Friends 
are urging him to hush up the affair 
and let the womon go her way, but he 
refuses. 
What the defense will attempt to show 
will depend upon a telegram from Capt. 
Henry Harrison Scott, U. S. A., @ 
brother of the defendant. Her attorney, 
Frederick Dean, said last night: 

"T have telegraphed to Capt. Scott at 
Fort Morgan, Ala. I expect an answer 
with full details of the life of the 
couple. When I get the information I 
will make public our attitude.”’ 

Mrs. Castle showed the effects of her 
prison experience in court. She sstill 
wore the same Checked dress in which 
she was attired when she entered the 
Waldorf. Mrs. Castle possesses a won- 
derful pair of eyes—black, large and 
liquid. 


Never Pursued Craig. 

“Let me ask to deny,’ she began, 
“that I have ever pursued Will Craig. 
I knew him when he was a little boy. 
We were children together in San Fran- 
cisco. I had no relations with him from 
the time he: was 12 or 14 until within 
the last four or five months, and dur- 


I had se2n him only. twice. 

“Will Craig came into my life for the 
second time—the first since childhood, 
you understand—less than five months 
ago. Then I went to call upon his wife, 
who is a distant cousin. 

“Will Craig began coming to my 
apartment regularly. He came night 
after night and he told me that I was 
making @ man out of him and all that 
sort of stuff. 


the charge that I have been ungrateful 
for what Mr. and Mrs. Craig have done 
for me. They did nothing. His wife is 
88 and he is 82. I am 36. She is insanely 
jealous of him, and it is due to jeal- 
ousy that she now charges me ‘with 
having hounded her husband. 


Repulsed Atenticns. 


“There had been no impropriety be- 
tween Will Craig and myself. He had 
constantly followed me to my house 
and laid siege to me, but I wish to as- 
sert that I had never given him encour- 
agement. Monday night he came to 
my apartment abeut 7 o'clock. When 1 
repulsed him he began using strong lan- 
guage, and said things that would pro- 
voke a man to kill another if they were 
addressed to his sister. 

“I ordered him f:0m the house. I was 
satisfied my negro butler had heard 
what he said. I knew that he was in 
the habit of going to the Waldorf As- 
toria, and I determined to go there and 
demand from him a retraction of the 
things he had said, and to make this 
retraction in the presence of the butler 
who had overheard him. 

“When I met him I told him that he 
must speak with me and that I wanted 
a retraction. He replied: 


Wishes He Was Dead. 


““‘T wish that you were dead; I wish 
that Kate (that’s his wife) and I were 
dead.’ 

“I told him that it would not be long 
before I was dead, and then I pulled 
out the pistol and—it went off.’’ 

“Did you aim at him?’ 

“I don’t know.” 

“But,” she added, “I did not send any 
telegram to my brother. I was afraid 
that if he knew what had happened he 
would kill Craig.” 

“Is it true that you charged Craix 
with having compromised you and then 
having thrown you over?’’ 

“Tt is not; I never had any Improper 
relations with him.” 

“What are your present feelings to- 
ward him?’ 

“T regard him as one who is dead. IT 
thought him the soul of honor and all 
that a man ought to be, and how that 
this has happened I think of him as 
one who has died and passed out of my 
life.”’

They withdrew from 
Savings banks all their cash, called 
their friends about them, put them in 
line, gave each of them a dollar and 
soon had a line that reached two blocks 
from the Subtreasury. As rapidly as 
the pennies were obtained the news- 
boy speculators began to hawk them 
about the financial district. 

Penny Market Opens Strong. 

‘The market opened at 2% centg for 
- @ach Lincoln coin, and thousands of 
the glittering pieces were sold at that 
rate.

No Trace of Louis B. Marre or 
His Wife Discovered Since 
Explosion. 





FBIENDS ARE WORRIED 


One Declares He Had Seen 
Him Every Day for Years 
Up to Yesterday. 


The mixture of what appeared to be 
charcoal and sulphur was found in 
great quahtities in the ruins of Louis 
B. Marre’s house at 4804 Austria avenue, 
in Austria Heights, which was blown 
up and burned early Wednesday, was 
su mitted by a Post-Dispatch reporter 
to Assistant City Chemist Daudt Thurs- 
day, who said the mixture looked like 
an attempt to make an explosive of 
some sort. 

“It appears to contain charcoal and 
sulphur, which are elements of gun- 
powder,” Mr. Daudt told the reporter, 
‘but the stuff has been burned and thus 
some of its component parts have been 
destroyed. For this reason it is impos- 
sible to make an accurate analysis. All 
I can find in it now is carbon, or char- 
cal, sand and odor of sulphur.’’ 

Efforts Thursday to find Marre and 
his wife were unsuccessful. He has not 
been seen around the ruins of his home 
since the fire, and has not been to the 
home of his father, James Marre, 3815 
Potomac street, sinoe Sunday. 

Anton Beffa, proprietor of the Italian 
Catering Co. at Bighteenth street and 
Washington avenue, his best friend, has 
not seen Marre and has been unable to 
learn anything about him. 

Former Occupant Disappears. 

At the new La Salle Building, at Olive 
street and Broadway, the timekeeper 
said Marre had not been there since 
early Wednesday. He had worked on 
the building, but was laid off Tuesday. 

He said something Wednésday about 
hunting work in Alton, but a search for 
him there failed to yield results. 

James Marre, father of Leuis B. Mar- 
re, is in Jefferson County, on a fishing 
trip. Mrs. Gertrude Marre, step-mothe> 
of the missing man, did not know he 
was married, or that he lived at 4804 
Austria avenue, until she was informed 
of the explosion by a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter. , 

She said then that Louts had called 
her up at noen Wednesday on the tele- 
phone. After learning of the explosion 
and fire, she became suspicious that 
the telephone "message might not have 
been genuine, and went down to the 
Austria avenue address. 

“I did not know Louis was married, 
or that he had gone to Hhousekéeping,’ 
Mrs. Gertrude Marre said Thursday. ‘‘t 
went down there and searched the ruins 
thoroughly, thinking Louis might have 
been burned to death, but I found noth- 
ing.” 

Anton Beffa of 3309 Illinois avenue has 
known Louis Marre since the missing 
man was a boy. 


40 Cans of Explosive. 
*“T cannot remember a day when I 


haev not seen Louis, up to yesterday,”’ 
said Mr. Beffa Thursday. “He has 
been in my place almost daily all his 
life, and I knew his family well. But 
I have not seen him since the fire, and I 
am fearfully worried.”’ 

The mixture examtned by the Assist- 
ant City Chemist was found in no less 
than 40 small cans in the ruins of the 
three-room house, and a broken skillet 
was filled with the stuff. 

Louis Marre rented the house July 18, 
through Anton Beffa, from Richard 
Neiman of 3513 North Jefferson aenue 
He was last seen Mt 8:30 p. m. Tuesday 
with his wife. The explosion was at 
1:30 a. m. Wednesday.

WRITER OF NOTE 
DEMANDING S100 
ARRESTED, ARMED 


Frank Benda Wrote Many Let- 
ters to Former Employer 
of His Wife. 





THREAT TO KILL. HIM 


Department Manager of Store 
Saw Accused Man Through 
Store Door. 


Letters Gemanding $100 on a threat of 
violence, written by Frank Benda of 
Kansas City to Peter Walker, manager 
of the men’s furnishing department of 
Penny & Gentles. and former employer 
of Bendas wife, led to Benda’s arrest 
at 56 p. m. Wednesday. He is held at 
the Carr Street Police Station on a 
charge of carrying concealed weapons. 


He stood in front of Penny & Gentles 
from noon Thursday until he was ar- 
rested, and when he was searched at 
the police station a loaded Derringer 
was found in his pocket. 

Walker lives with his family at 6410 
Wade avenue. He told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that he had employed Mrs. 
Benda as a clerk in his department for 
three years. She was so capable that 
he put her at the head of the hosiery 
department. 

Demanded Money in Letter. 

About a year ago, he said, she re- 
signed and went to the home of a sis- 
ter in Kansas City, going from there 
soon afterward to Portland, Ore. She 
is thought to be in Portland now. 

The letters Walker received follow: 
KANSAS CITY, Mo., July 15, 1909. 
Mr. Walker—Sir: As you have 

“boasted how easy you have got me 

out of 8t. L. without any trouble, 

with the aid of Hattie—now don’t 
think for a moment that you have 
done right in doing it. Now if’s up 

to you and as you and I know, I 

have paid out over a hundred dol- 

lars for your dirty trick, what you 
thought was easy. So let me hear 
from you and let me know what you 
are going to do about it. Now this 
is only between me and you to make 
things all satisfactory. And if you 

want me to I will come to St. L. or , 
else. we can arrange matters through 

correspondence. 

Let me hear from you soon.

P. Walker: I wrote you last week, 
but you seem to ignore my letters. 
You had better let me «now what 
you intend to do. 

There is no one that will settle this 
for you—it’s only between me and 
you.

Mr. Walker: Say, Walker; you 
drove me crazy; so here it is all in 
a nutshell: I want $100 from you 80 
I can get out of city; make this 
good or else I will kill you; my last 
warning. You know who to give the 
money to, so I can get it. Don’t 
fail. 

Last month Walker got two more let- 
ters. They were signed by Benda and 
mailed in Kansas City. The writer 
complained that his previous demand 
had been ignored. 

Only Wants Benda Removed. 
Walker says. he paid no attention to 
these letters until he saw Benda at the 
store door Wednesday. Then he _ re- 
ported the matter to the police, saying 
he believed Benda to be armed and 
bent on violence. He only wanted him 
prosecuted on a charge of carrying 
concealed weapons in the event he 
should be armed, Walker said. 
Thursday Walker told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that he only desired that Benda 
be kept away from the store so as not 
to cause a disturbance there. 

‘I did’t want a man with a pistol 
hanging around there,’ he said, “but 
if he makes any more trouble I'll turn 
these letters over to the postal author- 
ities.’’ 


SWEDISH CAPITAL HAS FOOD 
FAMINE; STRIKE IS SPREADING 


| | Paupers From State Asylums Take 
Places of Striking Grave-Dig- 


gers and Undertakers. 

STOCKHOLM, Aug. 5.—Stockholm to- 
day is suffering for lack of food which 
is a result of the labor conflict. The 
stock of bread is almost exhausted and 
meat is scarce. Restaurant prices are 
prohibitive except for persons of means. 
The strikers are living on fish. Thou- 
sands of them are camping out, some in 
tents and many without shelter. The 
authorities have taken charge of the 
milk supply, and soldiers are distribut- 
ing milk in limited quantities and super- 
vising the sale from milk cars at rail- 
road stations. Deliveries of ice have 
ceased. The weather is unusually hot. 

Paupers from the state poorhouses 
have replaced striking gravediggers and 
undertakers. Stretchers are used to 
carry bodies to the cemeteries. Funer- 
als are under military escort. Em- 
ployes of the gas works and the electric 
light plants are on strike, and military 
guards have been placed over the estab- 
lishments. 

The authorities declare that last night 
they frustrated an attempt to blow up

HIS BUSINESS GROWS 


Thiele Declares His Aim Is to 
Make St. Louis a More 
Sanitary City. 


The ordinance now in effect requiring 
all householders to use a water-tight, 
@eovered garbage box of non-absorbent 
material, recently passed by the Muni- 
cipal Assembly, was prepared by Jeptha 
D. Howe, Republican ‘“‘boss,” as attor- 
ney for the Thiele Garbage Box Co., 
208 Olive street. 

Complaint has been made to the Po- 
lice Department that solicitors for the 
company follow closely the policemen 
who are notifying citizens that they 
must comply with the ordinance and 
put In a sanitary garbage box. 

The ordinance specifies only that the 
householder shall have a garbage box 
of non-absorbent material, water tight 
and having a cover, and that failure 
to, comply With the terms of the ordi- 
mance shall be a misdemeanor. Any per- 
son convicted of non-compliance with 
the ordinance shall be subject to a fine 
of not less than $5 nor more than $100 


‘for each offense, and each day shal! be 


G@eemed a separate offense. 
- _Hewe Prepared Ordinance. 
Walter L. Thiele, secretary of the 
Thiele Garbage Box Manufacturing Co., 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter Thursday 
that Howe is his attorney, but has no 


other financial interest in the corpora- 


tion. Thiele said he had Howe prepare 
the ordinance and then he presented it 
to William Hilkerbaumer, Delegate 
from the First Ward, in which Thiele 
lives. 

“Mr. Howe is attorney for the com- 
pany,”’ said Thiele, ‘‘and of course han- 
dies legal matters for it. I did not em- 
ploy him because he was the successful 
political leader. I tried to get the or- 
dinance through the preceding Munici- 
pal Assemb!yv but failed.

WOMAN'S ASHES IN WALL; 
RAPS AROUSE NEIGHBORS

Strange Manifestations Continue Until Can Filled 
at Crematory Four Years Before Is Re- 
moved From Premises.

By Leased Wire From New York Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch, 
NEW YORK, Aug. 5.—After knocking 


about in the ice chest and under the 
counter of a saloon for more than four 
years, and being exposed to the wind, 
rain and snow in a niche in a brick wall 
for about fourteen months, a tin can- 
ister containing the ashes of a cremated 
woman has found its way to the City 
Morgue. With its disappearance from 





Its. haunt of six years, it 1s believed 
that the uneasy spirit whose poundings 
on the wall caused consternation in two 
households will now rest In peace. At 
least, so hope the lodgers in Mrs, Mary 
Miller’s house at 14: East Sixteenth 
street, in the wall of which the canister 
was found yesterday. 

The canister, half of whose contents 


have been lost, bears the label: “Re- 


mains of Kate Bausch, Fresh Pond Cre- 
matory, April 20, 1903." Who the woman 
was is a mystery and how her 
came to rest for sc long in a saloon is 
but little clearer. The Morgue authori- 
rties will hold the canister a reasonable 
length of time; then, if no one claims 
the ashes, they will be buried in potter's 
field. 

The canister first appeared in 1903, 


when Thomas Moore conducted the sa- 
loon at 166 Third avenue. A stranger 
entered the saloon one day and asked 
the bartender to take care of a package 
wrapped in paper. The bartender thrust 
it into the refrigerator compartment 
back of the bottles. . 

When repairs were being made in the 
refrigerator, a year later, the proprietor 
unwrapped the parce!, and for the first 
time learned the nature of its contents. 
Thinking the owner would return, Moore 
put the can under the counter. No one 
knew about it save Moore and his bar- 
tender. 

Frank Dutton and his wife took rooms 
over the saloon. Mrs. Dutton was the 
first to notice a strange knocking and 
pounding that seemed to come late at 
night from the saloon. Dutton severa! 
nights went down to the saloon at his 
wife's request. Every time the hour 
was;iong past the hour of closing and 
there was no sign of light. Dutton says 
he often heard a noise as of someone 
splitting wood ih the saloon, but when 
he opened the door at the foot of the 
stairs the sound ceased.

That President Taft will sign the Payne-Al- 
oom tariff bill is a foregome conclusion. He 
is represented as having his trunks packed for 
his summer vacation, ready to leave the scene 
of his sham battle for the people against the 
forces of plutocracy the moment his signature 
has been attached to the measure.

60 are hard at work doing the most useful serv- 
ice—Mrs. Ella Flagg Young, Superintendent of 
Chicago schools, is an example. Such people 
do not rust out. They wear out, but, so well 
knit is their organism that it goes forward with- 
out any signs of weakening until the end, and 
when the.end comes all faculties collapse at once, 
like the “one-hoss” shay. The man is efficient ev- 
ery moment of his life. Not a scrap of life is 
wasted. There are hundreds of examples in the 
history of public business—John Quincy Adams, 
William E. Gladstone, Senator Allison, Lord Pal- 
merston, the great ante-war statesmen, © Clay, 
Webster and Calhoun—all lived and worked to 
the last and they wasted no time dying. All of 
them were past 70 and two were above 80. 

Old age, then, is not inconsistent with the high- 
est efficiency, which depends, in part upon he- 
redity and temperament, but most upon contin- 
uous rational agvivity and freedom from anxiety. 
Every case of efficiency in old age contains these 
two elements, and probably they are the secret 
of long and successful life. People who dawdle, 
who do not keep their minds busy in an orderly, 
consecutive fashion, often live to extreme old 
age, but they. begin to decline early and their 
last years are full of emptiness and dreary wait- 
ing. Add to this, worry, and we have the dod- 
dering old man more helpless than a child.

DISCONTENTED EUROPE. 

The entire standing army of Sweden is ready 
to suppress a strike in Stockholm. The great- 
est precautions have been taken to prevent an 
industrial protest from growing to the propor- 
tions of an insurrection or a revolution. 
Socialist agitators are fomenting the trouble 
in Sweden, according to reports, but Socialist agi- 
tators work only in fertile fields. Already the 
masses must have become restiess and the dumb 
anger against caste has declared itself. 

Sane Sweden could hardly hope to escape the 
infection that is sweeping Europe from end to 
end.

HARVARD CREWS 


New Haven Men Have Won 
23 Races Out of a Total 
of 43 Events. 





The history of college rowing in the 
United States goes back to the ‘50s, 
when Harvard and Yale crews met for 
the first time on Lake Winipiseogee at 
two miles. The crews from these unpl- 
versities have met in 43 races, of which 
Yale has won 23 and Harvard 20. 

In 1855 the course was changed from 
Lake Winipiseogee to Springfield and 
lengthened to three miles. Lake Quin- 
sigamond was the scene of the race 
for nine years and then Lake jalton- 
sail, in 1870, the last race for five years. 

In 1876 the four-mile race was inaug- 
urated, the scene of the contest being 
changed to Springfield. In 1878 the race 
took place at. New London, Conn., 


since until 1896. In that year and in 
the two following there was no race. 
In 1899 the race was resumed again and 
has been the annual aquatic event of 
the Harvard and Yale crews down to the 
present year, when Harvard won its 


varsity eight, the varsity four and the 
freshmen eight.

CONNECTICUT DROPS BLUE LAWS
